1919 by rival constitutionalist forces. The Zapatisths named themselves after Zapata because 
they too are for Agrarian reform. It is onë of the main points in the revolutionary laws. It calls for 
the liberation of lands from the rich and distribution among the poor. It makes special exception 
for communal lands, which arenſt taxed or forcibly divided up. This shows the Zapatistas 7 
preference for rural living as a Way to 'empöwër Mexicans with land ownership. it also shows the, | 
preference for the communal and shared. 

One of the major battles that the Zapatistas are fighting is against the laissez-faire 
economic strategy called Neoliberalism in Latin America. It is the policy of using free trade as an 
excuse for a new breed of colonialism. This policy of extreme capitalism causes further corruption 
of the government and makes the already poor residents of Mexico even poorer. It corrupts the 
government because it brings in money to the country, and the government is of course 
influenced then by these corporations. In essence the corporation starts governing the people. It 
P een 7 
landless residents no where to work but with these corporations. When the corporation is the ` 
government, there is no regulation of wages, working conditions, or benefits. 

i Forget the broader freedom that the Zapatistas ask for right now and look at some of thei 
demands. Among them are food, shelter, and health care. These are basic human needs. Thése “ 
are needs that are being denied to many indigenous residents of Mexico under the corrupt 
' ‘government. Yet the United States supports the Mexican government, probably under pressure 
` from the corporations in America that profit from Mexico. Ihe United States was founded because 
me white land owners of the British Colony wanted a say in their goverment, For only those 
reasons they rebelled and formed their own country. The Zapatistas of Mexico aren't even getting 
` their basic needs met; They just want what they deserve as human beings. They want a 
government that they can have a say in and control of their own destiny. 

Perhaps a counter argument that the United States would use against the supporting the 
Zapatistas is that they are just a bunch of drug runners and thugs stirring up trouble in Mexico. | 
1 They are just going through towns, raping and pillaging. They may have an idealism but if you as 
b! an average American about any revolution ìn Latin America they would probably conjure images 
in their heads of banditos in sombreros and masks with a bullet belt across their chest; This -` 
' ١ simply is not true in the case of the Zapatista revolution. One of the most important policies of th 
` EZLNiis that onoe they take over a town they institute a democratio government! The evolutionar 
, Tailitia has nothing to do with the goveming of the people, These people are fighting a just cause 

` justly. They are not like many other revolutions that were just to seize power and institute a 
’ different tyranny. The people of the EZLN are mostly indigenous residents of Mexico who are fe 
up with the government, and are fed up with being mistreated as a group for 500 years. The 


p 


apatistas have a policy of not disturbing citizens or involving them in the fight: They have vowe 
ot to take prisoners for protection. 
A main force of oppression in Mexico is ‘the institute of the multinational corporation # 
ming in and essentially stealing from the Mexican citizens. ‘These companies steal by taking l 
source and capital away from residents of Mexico and adding it to their profits. The govemmen 
iables these companies by instituting policy that makes it tempting for them to set up shop in 
lexico. They relax environmental laws and let the companies regulate wages and suddenly there 
tons of industry. Eventually the company becomes so powerful that it can make governmental 
scisions. A glaring example of a corporations influence on the government of Mexico is shown i 
1interoffice memo sent at the Chase Manhattan bank. Chase Manhattan had invested heavily in 
lexico and received losses when the peso was devalued after the first outburst in Chiapas in 
294. The memo calls for the swift elimination of the Zapatista soldiers by the Mexican 
wernment to show its control of its territory.
